The gallery's Emma Dove said: "We 
are going to use the sculpture to put 
outside the shop to entice passersby. 

"We hold these events so people get 
to know the gallery. We want it to 
become part of the community."

THE son of elderly residents at the 
new Joseph Hadlum Court care 
home has questioned its safety pro¬ 
cedures after a blaze caused by a 
discarded cigarette. 

On Monday, last week, a serious fire in one of 
the apartments at the Eastern Avenue centre 
left a man in hospital with severe bums. He is 
being treated in a specialist unit where his 
condition is said to be serious. 

Kent Fire and Rescue officials say they sus¬ 
pect the fire was started by a discarded ciga¬ 
rette. 

Daniel Gower, whose parents moved in when 
the centre opened in December, claims lives 
are being put at risk by the management’s 
refusal to ban smoking in apartments, despite 
the majority of residents requesting a ban. 

He said: “There seems to be an effort to hush 
up what is going on and ignore requests by 
residents for a smoking ban in apartments. 

“This is logical because if you are going to 
allow smoking in a care home, it should be 
somewhere where people can be supervised.” 

Jospeh Hadlum Court is run by the compa¬ 
ny Housing 21 with backing from Kent County 
Council and Ashford council. 

Mr Gower said: “They are happy to ban peo¬ 
ple having pets but when it comes to some¬ 
thing serious like this they turn a blind eye. 

“There have been a lot of allegations about 
poor treatment and poor food. This flies in the 
face of the Housing 21 claim to be looking after

TRAFFIC CHAOS: Residents fear plans for 600 homes will increase problems on roads 

Action group 
ready to fight 
housing plan

KENNINGTON residents 
say they want to prove 
that a massive new hous¬ 
ing scheme proposed for 
the area will only add to 
Ashford’s traffic chaos. 

The Kennington North estate 
proposals involve building 600 
homes near the Towers School and 
possibly creating a link road 
between the A28 and A251. There 
are also proposals to build a further 
600 homes at the Hockey Club site 
near Ball Lane. 

Philip Sims is one of a group of 
householders organising a meeting 
at Bockhanger Community Centre 
on Saturday (May 15) to discuss the 
proposal with councillors. 

He said: “The key thing is they 
are considering putting in this 
extra housing but doing nothing to 
all the other roads that service the 
area. 

“Six hundred home owners are 
going to want to work somewhere. 
It is doubtful that they will all work 
in Ashford, Faversham or 
Canterbury. They are all going to 
make their way either to Ashford 
station or to the nearby motorways. 
All those routes clog up very quick¬ 


ly at the moment.” 

The action group has leafleted 
2,000 homes in the area. They have 
also asked people to write objecting 
to the scheme. Campaigners say 
none of the people they have spoken 
to think the scheme is a good idea. 

Mr Sims said: “People have to 
drive through the town to get to the 
station. It is all very well saying you 
have a 37-minute journey to 
London on the train, but it could 
take you 40 minutes to get to the 
station by car. 

“This all goes back to Mr Prescott 
saying that Ashford has to have all 
these houses, but where are the jobs 
for them. If everyone is going to 
commute to London then the hous¬ 
ing really needs to be on the other 
side of the town.” 

The group also says the houses 
will damage natural habitats, 
absorb villages and enclose the area 
in a concrete box. 

Mr Sims said: “We want to show 
the councillors and Ashford’s Future 
that there is no need for it. Look at 
all the empty offices in Ashford at 
the moment, we do not have a thriv¬ 
ing economy. 

“They have got their numbers 
wrong. The traffic flows will turn the 
whole of northern Ashford into a 
nightmare.” 

The meeting is being held at 
Bockhanger Community Centre, 
Bybrook Road, at 7pm on Saturday.

old people with dignity.” 

Four fire engines were sent to deal 
with the fire and 10 people were 
evacuated from neighbouring apart¬ 
ments. 

Mr Gower said: “They say they 
can’t ban smoking because it 
infringes on people’s rights in their 
own apartments. If that’s the case, 
then they are infringing people’s 
rights by not allowing pets.” 

When the centre opened it was 
hailed as a new way to provide 
homes for elderly people with extra 
care needs, as part of the Better 
Homes Active Lives Partnership. 

Mr Gower said: “The place is not 
living up to expectations at all. 
Visiting relatives are the only ones 
who seem to inject any sort of liveli¬ 
ness into the place. 

“When we aren’t there it seems as 
if the residents are just left to do 
nothing.” 

Virginia McClane, operations and 
partnership manager for Housing 21, 
said: “We were deeply concerned to 
learn that a tenant at Joseph 
Hadlum Court suffered serious 
injury when a fire broke out in his 
apartment. Our thoughts are with 
this gentleman and his family. 

“Joseph Hadlum Court is an extra 
care scheme designed for independ¬ 
ent living where residents hold indi¬ 
vidual tenancies for their properties. 

“This means that while smoking 
restrictions apply in communal 
areas, as they would in any public 
space, tenants have the same rights 
as those living in social housing else¬ 
where when it comes to their own 
apartments. 

“All apartments are fitted with 
heat detectors and smoke alarms. 
The damage was contained within 
one apartment and no other tenants 
or staff suffered injury or loss.” 

KCC said it would be working with 
Housing 21 to investigate the issues 
Mr Gower had raised. 


Hunt for bag snatcher on bike 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
following two robberies in Ashford 
committed by a man on a bike. 

The first was on April 26 in Beaver 
Road between 11am and 11.15am 
when a young man rode past a 46- 
year-old woman on his bike and 
snatched a purse she was carrying in 
her hand. 

The woman, who lives in Ashford, 
tried to keep hold of the purse and suf¬ 
fered a cut to her finger. At the time 
she was walking with a friend on her 
way to attend a dental appointment. 


The second robbery happened in 
Kingsnorth Road on May 4 between 
lpm and 1.30pm as a 36-year-old 
woman walked back to work during 
her lunch break having visited the 
Post Office. 

Again a man on a bike rode past 
her and as he did so he grabbed her 
handbag which contained money, 
bank cards, a mobile phone and a 
diary. The bag was later found 
dumped opposite Christ Church 
School. 

The first victim described the man 


as white, aged 18 to 25, about 5ft 5in 
tall and slim. He was wearing blue 
jeans and a luminous yellow/green 
jacket with the hood up. She said he 
had a black bike. 

The second victim described the 
offender as a young male. He was 
wearing a grey hoodie, with the hood 
up.

Stable government 
crucial, says Green 

DAMIAN Green said the most important 
outcome of negotiations between the 
Conservative and Liberal Democrats 
should be a stable government. 

Chris Took the Liberal Democrat runner 
up appeared to supprt the idea. 

He said: “Under a more proportional sys¬ 
tem we should expect these sorts of discus¬ 
sions regularly. Whatever proposal is put 
forward we have a democratic lock that 
means our 

“MPs and members must be consulted. I 
suspect the vast majority would reject a 
deal that did not include proposals for elec¬ 
toral reform. 

“In my mind the best outcome would be for 
a Conservative minority administration (a 
confidence and supply agreement) or a for¬ 
mal coalition between the Conservatives and 
Lib Dems that ensured our £10,000 tax pro¬ 
posals, our pupil premium, greater localism 
and an agreement on a new voting system.” 

One of the main policy disagreements 
between the two parties is immigration. 

Mr Green is the Tory immigration 
spokesman, and is in favour of creating an 
annual cap for immigrant workers from 
Europe and a new border police force to 
crack down on people trafficking. 

The Liberal Democrats have proposed an 
amnesty for some illegal migrant workers 
who have been here 10 or more years.

IT REALLY would have 
been the biggest upset in 
electoral history for Damian 
Green’s majority to have 
come under threat, despite 
the national uncertainty 
surrounding the election. 

Yet even the Tory immigration 
spokesman was surprised by his 
huge 29,878 vote majority, one of the 
largest number of votes an MP for 
Ashford has ever polled. 

His success came despite him hav¬ 
ing to spend a lot of time on the 
national campaign trail supporting 
other candidates and preparing 
David Cameron for the leadership 
TV debates. 

Mr Green said: “Personally, I am 
delighted. This is the fourth time I 
have been elected in Ashford so peo¬ 
ple know what they are getting. I

have a huge number of friends here 
and am involved in lots of societies. 

“It is a fascinating constituency. It 
has huge issues because of the 
growth plans, but also has beautiful 
countryside. It’s a genuine privilege 
and a challenge to represent Ashford 
and I hope to do it for many years.” 

There was an expectation that the 
performance of the Liberal 
Democrat’s national campaign might 
mean more votes for the party local¬ 
ly. Sure enough, Liberal Democrat 
Chris Took became the first Liberal 
Democrat to finish second since 
1992, beating Labour’s Chris Clark, 
yet he was obviously disappointed he 
had not managed to chip away at Mr 
Green’s majority. 

Mr Took said: “The majority was 
huge and I was hopeful of doing a bit 
better. We have fought a very good 
campaign here. 

“I think there have been a lot of 


confused messages nationally. From 
this election we have got 60 volun¬ 
teers to help us campaign locally and 
the best way to win a seat is to have 
as many councillors as possible.” 

Labour’s Chris Clark admitted that 
it had been a tough election cam¬ 
paign, as he was forced to defend his 
party’s recent record in government. 

He said: “I think this drop for us to 
third place is a temporary shift. The 
fact that Damian has increased his 
majority reflects he is a solid con¬ 
stituency MP who has said a 
Conservative government will not 
threaten Labour policies such as 
Sure Start and Tax credits. It has 
been a great honour to represent my 
party in my home town.” 

Steven Campkin the Green party 
candidate, beaten by UKIP’s Jeff 
Elenor, put a brave face on the fact he 
had come last. 

He said: “I have enjoyed being the 
candidate. A thousand people voted 
for me and I want to carry on repre¬ 
senting them in the future.”

Hampshire Constabulary is now preparing 
a file on Jonathon’s death for the coroner. 

In a statement his family said: “Jonathan 
was a wonderful son and grandson who trag¬ 
ically died whilst doing something he 
loved. 

“He was a popular young man who 
will be greatly missed by all who 
knew him. 

“In relation to the accident, it is 
being investigated and we have 
no further comment to make.” 

TS Royalist has been in service 
since 1971 and has never had a 
fatal accident. It is owned and 
run by the Marine Society and 
Sea Cadets. 

In a statement they said: 
“Jonathon joined the Sea 
Cadets in 2008. 

“It was the second trip on 
Royalist for Jonathon, who 
loved the water sport aspect of 
Sea Cadet activities. 

“He was a popular and 
much loved cadet who worked 
hard and was looking forward 
to a great future within the 
Sea Cadets. 

“We are all shocked and sad¬ 
dened by this tragic accident and 
our thoughts are with his family 
and friends at this distressing and 
painful time. 

“The protection and safeguarding of 
young people is of paramount impor¬ 
tance to the charity, and we take our 

duty of care very seriously. TS Royalist is 
staffed by experienced and qualified crew. 

“The charity is working with the 
Marine Accident Investigation Branch to 
establish the details of what happened and is 
offering every assistance to the local authori¬ 
ties and police.” 

Ashford Sea Cadet Unit was formed in 
1942. The group has 55 cadets aged between 
10 and 18. 

A minutes’ silence was held on Thursday at 
the TA centre where the group meets and 
prayers were said by the group’s chaplain the 
Rev Colin Preece. 


Fourteen-year-old Jonathon Martin from 
Shadoxhurst was on the training ship TS 
Royalist, which was taking part in the 
cadet’s 150th anniversary celebration in 
the Solent. 

The ship had sailed out to Stokes 
Bay, when at about 8.30pm, 
Jonathan fell 30ft from the rigging 
into the water. 

He was recovered by a lifeboat 
and taken by helicopter to 
Queen Alexandra Hospital, 

Cosham, where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead.

Book is a friend 
to the churches

A RUINED church in Eastwell is 
one of the stars of a new book featur¬ 
ing Britain’s ‘friendless’ churches. 

St Mary’s is one of the structures cared for by 
the society Friends of Friendless Churches. 

The charity was established in the late 1950s 
by journalist and author Ivor Bulmer Thomas, 
who was determined to save ancient, beautiful 
but redundant churches from demolition. 

St Mary’s has been cared for by the society 
since 1980. 

The church is a scheduled ancient monu¬ 
ment. It is a ruin except for the 15th century 
tower and the 19th century south west chapel. 

One of its most well known features is an 
intriguing memorial to Richard Plantagenet in 
the churchyard. 

The Friends preserve the churches by under¬ 
taking repairs where necessary and work to 
make them accessible as peaceful spaces for the 
local community. 

Linda Hedley from the parish council said: It 
was originally built around 1380 and windows 
were added over the next hundred years. It 
then fell down in 1951. It is thought to have 
contained two Roman tiles inside and did house 
a statue of the white lady which is now in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum. 



“The parish council takes care of the grounds 
around it and we sometimes hold open days 
with English Heritage. 

The society has recently replaced a brick infill 
designed to keep out vandals at St Mary’s with 
a durable architect-designed iron screen. 

Mrs Hedley said: “When I first came here peo¬ 
ple came and did paintings of it. With the lake 
next door it is a bit of a beauty spot.” 

“One of the most interesting things about it is

the key to the tower. It weighs about a kilo and 
is 16 inches long. We are also looking at replac¬ 
ing a plaque that was inside the tower. It still 
plays an important part of the community and 
there have been church services in the grounds 
but you need to have good weather.” 

Matthew Saunders, honorary director of the 
Friends and author of the book Saving 
Churches, said: “The publication of this book 
marks the charity’s significant achievements 
over the 50 years of its existence. 

“Perhaps just as importantly, it also under¬ 
lines the need for us to defend historic church¬ 
es in the future - as the fear has to be that the 
number closing now can only grow.” 

The book Saving Churches - The First 50 
Years is published by Frances Lincoln Ltd. It 
contains 100 colour photos of buildings which 
the society says have a common bond of being 
situated in romantically remote rural locations. 
It is available from May 27 and costs £16.99.

The vet from Barrow Hill Veterinary Hospital in Ashford talks to Jenny Armstrong about how he became 
interested in animal medicine, the best and worst parts of his job, and how he cycles up hills to beat stress 


Q 


How long have you been connected with the town? 


A I was bom in Headcom, a long time ago! I 
did most of my growing up in Hampshire 
and have now returned to my roots.

When did you become a vet? 


A I have worked as a vet for 20 years, since 
qualifying from the Royal Veterinary 
College in 1990. I worked originally in West 
Sussex in a mixed practice before returning to 
work at the RVC for a years’ internship. After 
this I worked at a veterinary hospital in Essex 
for eight years, before coming to Ashford in 
2000, where I have worked at the Barrow Hill 
Veterinary Hospital since. Over the past 20 
years I have developed my interests in diag¬ 
nostic imaging and surgery.

How did your interest in animals begin? 


A Strangely my interest in becoming a vet 
stems from when I was about seven years 
old and I picked up a lizard in the school play¬ 
ground. Its tail fell off and a friend said that if 
I was a vet I could put that back on.

What have been your most memorable experiences in 
the profession; good and bad? 

My most memorable experience was a few 
years ago when I worked in Essex. I saw a 


puppy with a heart defect whose owner could 
not afford to see a specialist. 

I managed to persuade my boss to let me 
operate for free, rather than put her to sleep. 
The operation was a great success, although 
the puppy didn’t show any gratitude and bit 
me when I took its stitches out. 

The worst part of the job is the long hours 
and the days when, try as you might, there are 
some animals that just won’t get better.

Do you think pet insurance is vital these days?

Do you think that dogs and cats should be registered? 


I think that the animals I see here in 
Ashford are by and large as well looked 
after as anywhere else I have worked. There 
are always some animals that could be looked 
after better, but the majority of ones that I see 
are brought to me because their owners care. 


A Pet insurance is a useful thing to have. It 
does two things to my mind. The first is to 
enable you to afford the best treatment possi¬ 
ble for your pet, which may mean specialist 
treatment or on-going medication. The other is 
that if your pet is ill it takes away another 
major source of concern for you at that time. 

Anyone who works with the general public 
will tell you that people are more demanding 
of wanting the best. This isn’t unreasonable 
but it comes at a cost. 


A Registration of pets is a hot topic. I am on 
the fence at the moment. It is not the peo¬ 
ple who would register their animals whose 
pets are causing the problems, and I am not in 
favour of penalising responsible pet owners. A 
form of permanent identification is a very good 
idea. This is why we are offering free identity 
chipping to all animals registering for the VIP 
discount scheme at Barrow Hill Veterinary 
Hospital, in Ashford. 

Q What would you say to someone thinking of becoming a 
vet? 

A I would say, try and spend some time at a 
vet’s surgery. Get a feel for the type of work 
this involves. If you think it’s about stroking 
puppies and kittens, you may be in for a shock. 
It is a demanding profession to get into and a 
demanding job to do. When you get it right, I 
don’t think you could get more job satisfaction 
doing anything else.

A I have two children, of whom I am 
immensely proud and I spend as much 
time with them as I can. My biggest stress 
relief is getting out on one of my bikes for a few 
hours, trying to find some hills to climb, 
although my friends tell me I seem to spend 
most of my time decorating.

Locals given guns 
to catch speeders 

VILLAGERS in Old Wives Lees were 
issued with speed guns to catch drivers 
breaking the limit. 

Yet during the session no cars were 
caught speeding through the village. 

Police claim the high-visibility 
Speedwatch event acted as a deterrent 
to remind drivers to watch their speed.

Robber efit released

DIVERS, shirt-pullers and eye- 
gougers could be breeding a new 
generation of sport cheats, accord¬ 
ing to a recent poll. 

The research, commissioned by the Cricket 
Foundation, found that more than half of 
schoolchildren would be willing to break the 
rules to achieve victory in team games. 

Examples of bad sportsmanship cited in the 
survey of 1,015 eight- to 16-year-olds included 
youngsters feigning injury, punching, kicking 
and swearing. 

Ashford Town manager Steve Lovell, former¬ 
ly Gillingham’s Football in the Community offi¬ 
cer, blamed the rise in cheating on the big 
wages and rewards tied up in sport. 

He said: “Football has grown as a business 
rather than a sport and those involved in the 
game are more desperate to win because of the 
finances involved. 

“If anything is to be done, it needs to be done 
at a high level. If kids see players diving and 
cheating on the telly, they’ll think it’s OK for 
them to do the same. We need more positive

role models in the game.” 

According to the Cricket Foundation poll, 54 
per cent of children said they had witnessed 
bad sportsmanship in every school match they 
played. 

The willingness to cheat went down to 13.3 
per cent for those playing individual sports. 

Earlier this year, Gravesend rugby player 
Clarence Harding was partially blinded when 
he was a victim of an eye-gouging attack during 
a match against Maidstone. 

Nobody has yet been identified as committing 
the crime, which is still under investigation. 

Recent high-profile cases of bad sportsman¬ 
ship include Thierry Henry handling the ball 
twice before scoring to send France to the World 
Cup at the expense of the Republic of Ireland, 
and rugby’s ‘Bloodgate’ scandal. 

Kent Schools RFU secretary David Turner, 
who is also an England under-16 selector, said 
he was horrified that cheating had become 
almost a tradition in rugby. 

“I’ve constantly pressed the RFU at the top

level to instruct television commentators not to 
support cheating. 

“They seem to think it’s OK for players to pull 
shirts in rugby, but that’s a dangerous view to 
take and it has a knock-on effect. Cheating has 
no place in the game.” 

Even though more than half the children 
polled said they would be willing to cheat in 
sport, only four per cent would describe a 
sportsman who played unfairly as “cool”. 

And 67 per cent said that seeing someone 
break the rules to win would not make them do 
the same. 

But despite the survey being carried out by 
the Cricket Foundation, Kent Cricket Board 
community manager Clair Gould said her sport 
did not have a cheating problem. 

She said: “I don’t think there’s an issue with 
cheating in cricket, and if there was it would be 
stamped out quickly because fair play is the 
backbone of the game.”

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Uberation heroes join party

THE 65th anniversary of the liber¬ 
ation of Holland saw 380 veterans 
- who fought from the Normandy 
beaches on D-Day into the Low 
Countries and beyond - attend 
commemorations on May 5. 

Coaches left the Port of Dover last week 
heading for the lands they freed from the 
Nazis at the end of World War Two. 

Events in Holland were coordinated by the 
Normandy Veterans’ Association and 
Norfolkline ferries supplied free transport for 
five coaches of veterans on its Dover-Dunkirk 
route. 

Peter Hodge, who raises funds for veterans, 
said they had all been welcomed. 

He said: “It’s bought back memories and 
we’ve been treated extremely well. The Dutch 
really appreciate what the Allied soldiers did 
for them. It’s very emotional for everyone. 

“In one village there was dancing in the 
streets and veterans received medals. We were 
also able to say thank you to the Dutch resist¬ 
ance who helped so many British and other 
Allied troops and airmen. We were able to 
show it was a combined effort to liberate 
Holland. 

“It’s also great to see how the Dutch have 
recovered from the war. Places bombed and 
battered now have real style. It’s fantastic.” 

Holland was liberated by Canadian troops, 
with the assistance of the British and 
American armies and the French also playing 
a part. 

On May 5,1945, Canadian General Charles 
Foulkes and German Commander-in-Chief 
Johannes Blaskowitz reached an agreement 
on the capitulation of Nazi forces in the 
Netherlands, at the Hotel De Wereld, 
Wageningen. 

This followed a failed Allied attempt to end 
the war quickly through Operation Market 
Garden, which saw airborne troops dropped 
near bridges over the Rhine, including at 
Arnhem - the famous A Bridge Too Far. 

But British veterans who did help liberate 
the Dutch were applauded for their heroism at 
last week’s events, including a service in the 
village of Zutphen. 

They were joined by Canadian and Belgian 
veterans of the conflict. 

At the service was a group of Dutch resist¬ 
ance people who had risked their lives by shel¬ 
tering downed Allied airmen and troops.

After the liberation in 1945, Liberation Day 
was commemorated every five years. Finally, 
in 1990, the day was declared to be a national 
holiday when the liberation would be com¬ 
memorated and celebrated every year. 

On May 4 each year, the Dutch hold a 
Remembrance of the Dead for those who 
fought and died during the 1939-45 conflict 
and wars in general. 

There is a remembrance gathering in the 
Nieuwe Kerk in Amsterdam and at the 
national monument on Dam Square in 
Amsterdam. Throughout the country, two min¬ 
utes of silence are observed at 8pm. 



Jailed backpacker halts appeal 


A BACKPACKER tortured and 
locked up for six years in an Indian 
jail has given up his fight for inno¬ 
cence and begged to come home. 

Patrick Malluzzo, 

32, from Dartford, has 
applied for a transfer 
to a British prison, 
even though it means 
dropping an appeal 
against his conviction 
in the Indian 
Supreme Court. 

Malluzzo (above), who was arrest¬ 
ed in 2004 for possession of cannabis, 
said his fight had “reached the end of 
the road”. 

“I have been fighting for justice for 
six years, which has taken a serious 
toll,” he said. “I want to return to the 
UK so I can be close to my family.” 

Malluzzo was arrested while back¬ 
packing when a bag containing 19kg 
of cannabis - worth £2,000 in India - 
was found under train seats booked 


in his name and that of his co¬ 
accused ‘J’. He had not used the seat 
after a change in plans, but his bag 
and personal belongings were found 
with the drugs. 

He claimed he had asked J - 
another British backpacker - to take 
them so he could travel light, arrang¬ 
ing to meet later in Goa. 

The pair met and J said he had got 
off the train to buy food and it had 
left the station with the belongings. 

Malluzzo said he had thought 
nothing of it and booked flights to 
Thailand, but was arrested at 
Mumbai airport and charged with 
possession of cannabis. 

Malluzzo was jailed and forced to 
wait two years for a trial, during 
which he claimed to be tortured. He 
signed a confession and was sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years in Kota jail. 

His co-accused J was acquitted. An 
appeal in the Rajasthan High Court 
this year also proved unsuccessful. 



RSPB's 'Futurescape' plan for estuary 


WILDLIFE in the Thames Estuary 
should be better protected against 
potentially harmfiil developments 
like Boris Island, says the RSPB. 

The charity believes conservation 
should be about the entire land¬ 
scape, putting the environment at 
the heart of every planning issue. 

It has identified the estuary as the 
first of several planned ‘Futurescape’ 
regions, which would involve team¬ 
ing up with other conservation 
groups, businesses, local authorities 
and communities. 

Such a partnership could spell the 
end for controversial proposals such 
as London Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
idea for an airport off the Kent coast. 

Andre Farrar, of the RSPB, said: 
“Those behind plans like this are 
harking back to older ways of think¬ 
ing that really don’t deliver and 
would be hugely damaging. We have 
a responsibility to ensure we put the 


future of these places at the heart of 
decision-making.” 

The RSPB owns or manages 40 sq 
km of land for wildlife on the 
Thames and has spent more than 
£50 million regenerating land in the 
region. The estuary is fisted as the 
UKs fifth most important site for 
water birds. 

In 2002 the charity joined other 
campaigners in defeating the 
Government’s plans for an airport at 
Cliffe, near Rochester, and is work¬ 
ing with developers to ensure the 
Thames Gateway project benefits 
wildlife as well as residents. 

The RSPB is also campaigning 
against the Lydd airport expansion 
plan. Mr Farrar said: “As a nation we 
need to look hard at how we can 
improve the situation. Futurescapes 
are about working with local author¬ 
ities to ensure conservation is not an 
afterthought.”

Gary Wright says MPs would rather have a hung parliament than let us decide their fate again soon 



THE forecasters got it wrong, but the 
exit poll was spot on in predicting the 
un-decideds didn’t have the bottle to 
vote Lib-Dem and most of the 'newly 
engaged’ first-time voters couldn’t 
actually be bothered to vote at all. 

As I write the Lib Dem party is in its fourth day of 
negotiations with the Tories to form a majority 
government. Despite their inherent differences, it 
seems likely the two will find a way to work together. 

Cameron’s Tories can taste power and will do 
whatever they need to secure Clegg’s support. 

And by representing more than 60 per cent of the 
electorate, it’s not a bad thing. Probably. 

Electoral reform actually seems quite a good idea 
although you could argue no one actually voted for it. 

When the election was announced I celebrated the 
fact that for four weeks our voices would be heard. 

As I said then, French philosopher Jean-Jacques 
Rousseau summed up our system 250 years ago 
when he wrote the English are mistaken in thinking 
they are free: “It is free only during the election of 
members of parliament; as soon as the members are 
elected, the people is enslaved.” 

Now we are sidelined, though I rather admired the 
1,000 or so protestors for PR who turned up outside 
Lib-Dem HQ on Saturday. It’s too late though, MPs 
are elected - now they’ll do as they like. 


Cameron must come up with a deal or a lot of his 
party members are going to be very upset and he’ll 
face the boot as leader. 

Brown’s offer to Clegg on Friday may have sounded 
a bit desperate. That’s because it was, but unfortunately 
he has nothing to offer Clegg and his band of 50. 

Britain is in deep financial trouble, whoever runs 
the country will be forced by the IMF and Europe to 
do the right thing, even if does mean sacking 
hundreds of thousands of NHS and public sector staff. 

For Labour losing will be the best thing that 
happened to them. Did they really want to implement 
cuts that would have ensured they’d be out of power 
for a another generation? 

For Cameron almost winning is probably good 
enough. With the Lib Dems on board he has someone 
to blame when the electorate gets upset. He can also 
build his image as a statesman and win over those in 
his party who think his election campaign was a bit 
rubbish really. Next time he could secure a majority. 

And for the Lib Dems, they’ll have a taste of power 
at the top table. I reckon they’ll be a few defectors 
over the next couple of years who’ll like life as a Tory 
and will be tempted by the trappings of office. 

As I’ve said though now we must watch from the 
sidelines, the MPs are back in charge and they will 
decide both their own destiny... and eventually, ours. 

Don’t believe talk of another election soon - they’d 
rather have a hung parliament with compromises 
than face giving us have our say again too soon.

The real cost for 
cancer patients 

Money worries should be the last 
thing on your mind following a 
cancer diagnosis, but in fact patients 
tell Macmillan Cancer Support that 
they’re second only to pain in 
causing them stress and anxiety.

Overcrowded 
jails in 'crisis' 

A PENAL reform charity has criticised 
the justice system after figures revealed 
prisons are overcrowded by more than 
100 per cent. 

HMP Canterbury, which contains only 
foreign prisoners, was listed at number 
nine in the top 20 most overpopulated 
prisons in England and Wales. The 
report, by the Howard League for Penal 
Reform, showed the jail was certified for 
use for 195 prisoners, but the population 
in March, 2010, was 303. 

Frances Crook, director of the charity, 
called it a “crisis”, adding: “Overcrowding 
results in fewer resources being available 
for each prisoner. Consequently, prison 
services focus on maintenance of basic 
amenities more than reintegration and 
security, more than purposeful activity 
and rehabilitation.” 

A total of 80 prisons out of the 139 in 
England and Wales are overpopulated, 
with around 19,000 inmates sharing a 
cell designed for just one person. On 
average, prisons are overcrowded by 111 
per cent. 

A spokesman from the prison service 
said the Ministry of Justice was unable 
to comment on HMP Canterbury. 

He added: “Since April, 2007, over 
7,500 places have been delivered under 
the capacity programme.” 


THE voices of 100 Kent women and 
a host of celebrities have hit the 
airwaves in a bid to top the charts 
and raise money for cancer research. 

Music moguls hope their remake of 1980s 
classic Girls Just Want to Have Fun will reach 
number one as millions of women take to the 
streets in this year’s 5km Race for Life, which is 
being held at towns across the UK over the 
next three months. 

As the country’s largest female-only event, 
the campaign, led by Cancer Research UK, has 
raised more than £300m since it first launched 
in 1994. And this year, as well as gearing up for 
Kent’s six Race for Life events, 100 women lent 
their voices for the new charity single, released 
earlier this month. 

Some of those involved in the recording, 
which took place at Bluewater in February, 
have had their own struggles with cancer. 

They feature alongside 20 celebrities, 
including actress Caroline Quentin, glamour 
model Danielle Lloyd, TV presenter Zoe 
Salmon and actress and singer Kym Marsh. 

D J Sonique - famous for her number one hit 
It Feels So Good - also took part; stepping back 
into the limelight following her own battle with 


breast cancer. The singer has just finished six 
weeks of radiotherapy after three operations to 
remove a cancerous lump. 

The 41-year-old said: “Knowing the single 
features women who, like me, have been 
directly affected by cancer, as well as hundreds 
of women from across the UK, makes me feel 
extremely proud. 

“Recording the single was so much fun and 
meeting other women who wanted to do their 
bit to help the cause was really inspirational. 

“I hope this inspires people to buy the track 


and inspires every woman, whether they want 
to walk, jog, or run, to sign up for a Race for Life 
this year too.” 

Race for Life is now in its 17th year, with 
more than 700,000 taking part last year and 
£60m raised for Cancer Research UK’s 
lifesaving work.

A night out with 
Jools and friends 


JOOLS HOLLAND 

Saturday, June 12, Winter Gardens, Margate. 

GET ready to boogie on down to 
Thanet next month when the inim¬ 
itable Jools Holland pays a visit. 

With his famous Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra, Holland’s live shows have become 
must-see events for fans of toe-tapping, hip¬ 
swinging music. 

In recent years, Holland has performed to 
four million people and his concerts have 
become an annual event for many people, who 
cannot get enough of the band’s excellent 
musicianship. A party atmosphere pervades at 
all their shows and June’s concert is sure to 
get the summer off to a swinging start. 

Some very special guests join Holland for the 
concert at the Winter Gardens, including 
singer Alison Moyet. With her distinctive, soul- 
infused voice, Moyet became a big star in the 
80s as one half of Yazoo and went on to enjoy 
considerable solo success. The other guest 
vocalists will be Ruby Turner and Louise 
Marshall, and former Squeeze drummer 
Gilson Lavis will also be performing. 

Bom in south east London in 1958, Holland 
soon revealed himself to be a prodigious musi¬ 
cal talent and by the time he was eight, he 



could play the piano fluently by ear. During his 
early teens he began his performing career in 
London pubs, although his first steps to suc¬ 
cess came when he formed Squeeze at the age 
of just 15. 

Along with Glenn Tilbrook and Chris 
Difford, he achieved extraordinary success, 
and hits such as Up The Junction and Cool For 
Cats still enjoy radio airplay today. Squeeze 
became popular in America and the band per¬ 
formed at the iconic Madison Square Garden. 

During his days with Squeeze, Holland 
formed a lasting professional relationship 
with dmmmer Gilson Lavis, with whom he is 
still working today. 

The pair became the first members of the 
Jools Holland Big Band, formed in 1987, which 
eventually became the 20-piece Jools Holland 
and his Rhythm and Blues Orchestra. Now a 
staple part of many fans’ annual music calen¬ 
dar, the orchestra is always in demand and the 
highlight of many a festival. 

Alongside his career as a musician, Holland 
has also become a TV presenter and broad¬ 
caster. He made his first foray into presenting 
when he interviewed The Police for a docu¬ 
mentary in the early 80s and then auditioned 
for The Tube, a youth culture show which soon 
became cult viewing. 

With his co-presenter Paula Yates, Holland 
helped to highlight countless new musicians 


and comedians. His role as champion of new 
and diverse music continues today with his 
popular BBC series Later... With Jools 
Holland, on which established and more 
obscure artists have the chance to shine. The 
programme’s Hootenanny is now a regular 
part of New Year’s Eve celebrations, as 
unmissable as his live performances. 

His highlights as an interviewer include a 
rare meeting with jazz legend Miles Davis in 
1986 and Holland bears the unique honour of 
having performed with musicians who have 
achieved success in every decade of the 20th 
century. 

Holland has also contributed to the film 
industry, with appearances in Spice World and 
Me & Orson Welles, and collaborated with 
Eddi Reader on tracks for the latter film. As a 
presenter he has fronted documentaries on 
American music and interviewed some of his 
own heroes, such as Fats Domino, Dr John and 
Lee Dorsey. 

For his multimillion-selling series of record¬ 
ings Jools and Friends, Holland has worked 
with a diverse array of artists from Sting, 
George Harrison and Eric Clapton to 
Sugababes, KT Tunstall and Norah Jones.

RECESSION and an 
Icelandic volcano have 
given a massive boost to 
the UK’s tourism industry 
as Brits rediscover the bril¬ 
liance of their homeland. 

Bournemouth could not have 
picked a better time to emerge as 
one of the UK’s top holiday resorts. 

A long weekend seemed an ideal 
opportunity to find out why a resort 
once seen as quaint has not so much 
reinvented itself, as simply moved 
with the times in a way any number 
of British seaside towns have failed. 

It is a leading destination for water 
sports fans - including surfing, water-ski¬ 
ing, diving and jetsking - as well as hav¬ 
ing almost 10 miles of sandy beaches. 

Boscome to the east has Europe’s 
first articificial surf reef (and beach 
‘pods’ designed by Wayne 
Hemingway) and to the west Poole 
sits on the largest natural harbour 
in Europe - that means sheltered 
water and a fascinating history. 

Bournemouth town centre and sea 
front on a late April weekend bus¬ 
tled with shoppers, families and stu¬ 
dents as bands played in the Lower 
Gardens - the place had a real buzz. 

Eating out is a magnificent adven¬ 
ture with 400 restaurants and bars 
on offer, and I think we got lucky. 

The Print Room, right opposite my 
hotel in the town centre, held a spe¬ 
cial interest for me situated as it is 
in the room where the press had 
lived for the town’s evening paper. 

Three years ago it was trans¬ 
formed into a 1930s-style eatery, 
with wooden seating booths com¬ 
plete with a mirror-backed bar, 
Swarovski chandeliers and a black- 
and-white chequered floor. 

The food was excellent and, as one 
critic said, it is one of the south 
coast’s best kept secrets. 

The following day we enjoyed 
lunchtime cocktails and a superb 
Thai-style meal in the Aruba, situat¬ 
ed unexpectedly through a doorway 
at the front of Bournemouth pier. 

Climb a few stairs and you will be 


surprised by the airy space offering 
seaviews, packed with diners. 

Do take a few minutes to find it, 
most locals know it, a lot of visitors 
miss it. Recommended. 

And that evening we had been 
directed to the newly reopened 
Ventana Brasserie, part of the stun¬ 
ning Art Deco-styled Cumberland 
Hotel, a short taxi ride from 
Bournemouth centre. 

The food was ambitious but good 
(and very reasonably priced), the 
staff were courteous and the gor¬ 
geous decor was in keeping with the 
building. You could almost have 
been in a 1930s Hollywood musical 
set. But the plasma TV with Sky 
sports news ruined the effect, even 
with the sound turned down. 

Now don’t think this weekend 
was one long food festival. Oh no, 
we managed to pop into the 
Oceanarium (near the pier), and saw 
turtles, sharks and a lot of fish. 

I loved it, kids will love it and its 
one to keep up your sleeve if the 
weather turns nasty. 


We also found time for a trip on 
the Bournemouth Eye, a huge teth¬ 
ered helium balloon soaring to 500ft 
out of the Lower Gardens. 

Views were spectacular, one of the 
signs I’m sure claimed 60 miles, but 
the sea mist curbed that a little. 

By Sunday lunchtime we’d moved 
on to Poole. A different proposition 
from Bournemouth yet closely relat¬ 
ed. The old town really is, well, old 
with a sprinkling of little shops, yet 
still has the feel of a working harbour. 

Then it was time to eat again: 
Sunday lunch at the Custom House, 
overlooking the quay and the world- 
famous Sunseeker boatyard (I use 
the term in the way one might call 
Wembley simply a football ground) 
which added glamour. 

So replete, again (splendid three- 
course Sunday lunch) we wander 
around the Poole Pottery then 
relaxed with a quiet drink on the 
harbour front and reflected this 
part of Britain offers so much... and 
it’s only a couple of hours drive from 
Kent.

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Iron Man 2 is not such a Marvel

DIRECTOR Jon Favreau’s first 
encounter with the Marvel Comics 
superhero was one of the most 
exhilarating diversions of the 2008 
summer blockbuster season. 

The film’s heady conflation of dazzling spe¬ 
cial effects, playful performances and sizzling 
screen chemistry between Robert Downey Jr 
and Gwyneth Paltrow jet-propelled the film to 
gargantuan box office takings in excess of half 
a billion dollars. 

Money talks loudly in Hollywood and so, 
inevitably, Favreau and most of his cast return 
for the sequel. 

The weight of expectation on Iron Man 2 
would test even the strength of the eponymous 
hero’s red and gold armour and regrettably, 
the turbo-charged sequel misfires. 

Screenwriter Justin Theroux struggles to 
integrate the new characters and to strike the 
same rumbustious tone as the first film. 

However, he does incorporate several scenes 
of Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) which lay 
the groundwork for the forthcoming film of 
The Avengers featuring Iron Man, Captain 
America and The Incredible Hulk. 

A brief sequence after the end credits 
continues to whet the appetite of ardent fans 
of the comics. 

Billionaire industrialist Tony Stark (Robert 
Downey Jr) announces to the world that he is 
Iron Man and buoys his over-inflated ego with 
the adulation of the masses. 

He single-handedly maintains world peace 
to the chagrin of the US government and pri¬ 
vate investors, who are keen to acquire his 
technology for their own needs. 

Stark refuses to share his invention, causing 
a furore at a Senate Armed Services 
Committee run by Senator Stern (Garry 
Shandling). Soon after, Russian physicist Ivan 
Vanko (Mickey Rourke), whose father helped 
pioneer the Iron Man technology, creates a 
crude replica of the electromagnetic device in 
the industrialist’s chest and transforms him¬ 
self into the villainous Whiplash. 

His attack on Stark during a grand prix 
compels the military to take action, seizing 
one of the suits. 

Stark races to avert disaster aided by good 
friend ‘Rhodey’ (Don Cheadle), new secretary 


Natalie Rushman (Scareltt Johansson) and 
chauffeur Happy Hogan (Jon Favreau). 

Meanwhile, rival arms industrialist Justin 
Hammer (Sam Rockwell) concocts a plan to 
destroy Stark Industries, which is now under 


the control of new CEO, Virginia ‘Pepper’ Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow). 

Iron Man 2 is weighed down by the anguish 
of Downey Jr’s inventor, who is being poisoned 
to death by the technology that keeps him alive.

There are a couple of cute one-liners -“Don’t 
be mad. I’m fending off a Hammer-oid attack!” 
- but these are few and far between. 

The rapport with Paltrow’s sassy love inter¬ 
est energises several scenes and Rourke’s 
tattooed villain is quietly compelling, destroy¬ 
ing the myth of Iron Man because as he tells 
Stark, “If you can make God bleed then people 
will cease to believe.” 

Action scenes are slickly orchestrated but 
don’t get the blood pumping and the final 
showdown is a huge anti-climax. 

Like its egotistical central protagonist, the 
sequel feels tired.

IDRIS Elba was in The Wire, which, 
in case you haven’t heard is a leg¬ 
endary American cop show, that had 
critics frothing at the mouth with 
superlatives to describe its quality. 

The imposing actor played the 
brooding, cerebral drug-dealer 
Stringer Bell and was one of the 
best TV characters of all time - no 
small praise there. 

I never knew he was British until 
recently, which is a testament to just 
how well he carried off the role. 

Not once did you hear him break 
into any accent other than that of 
Bell and he was utterly convincing. 

The BBC obviously knew a good 
thing when they saw it, and snapped 
him up for Luther, its own big new 
cop drama. Here he veiy much takes 
centre stage, whereas in The Wire 
he was one of many who made up a 
terrific ensemble cast.

I usually avoid this kind of show 
like the plague, but thought I’d tune 
in on the strength of his casting. 

The results are mixed, however. 

Elba’s performance is solid enough, 
but the show is too bogged down in 
cliches to really make much of an 
impression. 

Like every TV cop with a maverick 
streak, John Luther has woman 
troubles, seems almost consumed 
by self-loathing and has flashback 
problems which give him a huge chip 
on his shoulder. 

He broods a lot, too. He has a dark 
side, you see, and if you didn't see 
that coming a mile off then you 
should get down to Specsavers. 

I accept that a cop drama might be 
hard going if the character was 


whiter than white, but the same 
old plot devices come up time and 
time again. 

Would it really be that hard to 
draw up something new, to make 
the character stand out from the 
crowd a bit? 

The show is pretty nice to look at, 
and the streets of London are shot 
with panache, but was revealing the 
wrongdoer, before the plot unfolded, 
really a wise move? 

Luther is not a disaster just a 
little unoriginal and by the book to 
really warrant too much praise. 

There is certainly room for 
improvement and perhaps this 
will get better as we learn a bit 
more about why the character is the 
way he is. 

Let’s just hope for a few surprises 
along the way or this could tail off 
into just another cop show territory.

nobody doubted the 350Z’s value for money, 
but the newer car’s cabin is closer to its 
£28,345 to £31,645 price band. 

And while the 350Z appeared muscular, 
some saw it as porkiness; the 370Z is actually 
seven centimetres shorter yet looks more slim- 
waisted. 

A rather intrusive bracing bar behind the 
350Z’s front seats has been lowered and 
camouflaged too, without affecting the stiff¬ 
ness of the car, which is also 32 kilos lighter. 

But don’t think the ‘Z’ has gone soft. The 
328bhp 3.7-litre V6 - up from the 350Z’s 309bhp 
- sounds brutal when challenged, revs cleanly 
(0-60mph in 5.3 seconds) yet feels refined and 
muted on a high-speed motorway dash. 

Like its predecessor though, the 370Z can be

hard work in traffic, with its heavy clutch and a 
six-speed gearshift that can feel lumpy at low 
speeds - the seven-speed auto option might be 
preferable if you want more all-round ability. 

However, the manual option does have 
Synchro Rev Control (SRC). Nissan calls this 
“the world’s first fully synchronised down/up 
shift rev control system allowing drivers of 
any skill level to experience perfectly smooth 
gear shifts every time.” I turned it off soon 
though, preferring to blip the throttle myself. 

The wheelbase is slightly shorter than 
before, but the rear-driven coupe is well-bal¬ 
anced and the direct steering and lively engine 

- in both the revs and sound departments - 
make for an exciting drive. A predictable and 
well-controlled tendency to step out slightly on 
the comers make it a real enthusiast’s car - 
especially with the SRC switched off. 

It also represents superb value. 

Obvious German rivals to the 370Z series - 
a lovely roadster is also available from £30,445 

- are the Audi TT, BMW Z4 and the Porsche 
Boxster/Cayman. 

The Nissan cannot have the same badge 
cachet, but for ability and standard spec at 
bargain prices, it must not be ignored.

TWO top-five finishes 
put Leon Camier’s World 
Superbike 
Championship cam¬ 
paign back on track after 
a solid weekend at the 
Italian round in Monza. 

The Ashford rider moved up to 
eighth in the rider standings 
after finishing fourth and fifth in 
the two races on Sunday at the 
famous high-speed Monza cir¬ 
cuit. 

The weekend started slowly for 
the 23-year-old as he struggled 
in qualifying and could only post 
a time good enough for 13th on 
the grid. 

He put the poor showing in 
qualifying behind him in race 
one, as he leapt from the fourth 
row of the grid into the main 
group on the opening lap. He 
picked off riders lap-by-lap and 
eventually crossed the finish line 
in fifth place. 

The second race saw the 
Aprilia rider make a good start 


but contact at the first chicane 
saw him lose ground on the lead 
group. He soon recovered and 
made his way up through the 
field into fourth spot, where he 
stayed for the remainder of the 
race. 

Camier’s two top-five finishes, 
coupled with team-mate Max 
Biaggi winning both races, 
helped the Aprilia team top the 
manufacturers’ standings at 
their home round. 

The reigning British Superbike 
champion was happy to end his 
run of three retirements from 
the last four races and believes 
he is edging closer to a maiden 
championship win. 

He said: “The weekend was 
positive. I started well in race 
two as well but contact on the 
first chicane made me lose some 
time against the leading group. I 
recovered, but a few too many 
mistakes kept me from closing 
the gap, even though I gave it my 
all down to the end. I’m growing, 
I can feel it and I know that we’re 
ready to achieve important 
results.” 

After the high-speed challenge 
of Monza, Camier heads to South 
Africa this weekend for the next 
round of the championship at the 
undulating Kyalami circuit.

A three-over-par opening round left 
Barham needing to shoot low in his second 
round to make the cut but he could only 
post a level par 72, which was not enough 
to see him through to the final two rounds. 
The Chart Hills golfer finished the tourna¬ 
ment in tied 88th position. 


CYCLING 


CONVERTED superbike racer Alex Camier is 
eyeing a place in the Sarremaa Velotuur in 
Estonia next month as he continues an 
impressive start to his cycling career. 

The 21-year-old former superbike rider has 
made rapid progress since he switched to 
cycling last year and is hoping to embark on 
his biggest challenge yet with a five-day 
532km race. 

Camier, brother of World Superbike rider 
Leon, switched to cycling full-time after find¬ 
ing superbike rides difficult to come by. The 
rider from Bethersden, near Ashford, who 
rides for Faversham-based team Toachim 
House, leads the South East Road Race 
Championship this season. 

Despite only one five-day race under his belt, 
he hopes to earn a place in the British Science 
in Sport cycle team for the Sarremaa Velotuur, 
alongside friend and Ashford professional 
cyclist Ian Field. 

Camier said: “I’ve won a few events now so 
I’m going to stick with cycling and hopefully do 
it professionally. It will be a real tough event if 
I get an entry into the race. I have always been 
into cycling as I used to ride bikes a lot with 
Leon as it’s good training for superbike racing. 
Things seem to be going well and I’m enjoying 
my cycling.” 

Professional cyclocross rider and Great 
Britain international, Field, regularly trains 
with Camier and believes the event would be 
beneficial for his bid to become a professional

road race cyclist. 

He said: “It would be great event for Alex as 
he continues his road racing education. He’s 
doing really well so far, so hopefully this event 
will give him a boost.”
